sheep in the American Stockman and re- 
produce it fpr the benefit of those of nur 
ic-ule.s who aie middled in the chief in- 
dustry of El Paso county: "In lesponse 
to queries by our readers, we subjoin a 
condensed description of the" -several 
breeds of sheep common in England and 
in Ihe United" States, and we would sug- 
gest to those who wish to keep these data 
in mind that they either cut this out for 
their scrap book or preserve the paper.
